NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 10th July, 1998 

O.N. 266(E).— Whereas, Section 3 of the Government of 
National Capital Territory of Delhi Act, 1991 provides that the total 
number of seats in the Legislative Assembly of the National Capital 
Territory of Delhi shall be 70 and that the Capital shall be divided into 70 
assembly constituencies in such manner that the population of each of the 
constituencies shall, so far as practicable, be the same throughout the 
Capital; and 

Whereas, the said Section 3 further provides that the seats shall 
be so reserved for Scheduled Castes in the Legislative Assembly, that their 
number shall bear, as nearly as may be, the same proportion to the total 
number of seats in the Assembly as the population of the Scheduled Castes 
in the Capital bears to the total population of the Capital; and 

Whereas, it was further provided in the Lxplanation to the 
said Section 3 that where such population figures had not been published. 
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then, for the purposes of elections for the constitution ol’ the firsi 
[legislative Assembly under the said Act, the provisional figures of the 
population of the Capital as published in relation to the 1991 census shall 
be deemed to be the population of the Capital; and 

Whereas, the Election Commission of India had, in 
accordance with these provisions, delimited the assembly constituencies 
in the Nabonal Capital Territory of Delhi, in the year, 1992, on the basis 
of the provisional figures of the population of the Capital as published in 
relation to the 1991 Census, for constitution of the-first Legislative 
Assembly under the said Act; and 

Whereas, the final figures of the population of the National 
Capital Territory of Delhi in relation to the 1991 Census are now 
published; and 

Whereas, general election to constitute the .second 
Legislative Assembly of the National Capital Territory of Delhi is 
normally due to be held before the expiration of duration of the C’ 
Assembly on 13”' December, 1998; and 

Whereas, before the said general election, the assembly 
constituencies in the National Capital Territory of Delhi are thus required 
to be further delimited on the basis of the finally published population 
figures of the Capital on the basis of the 1991 Census; and 

Whereas, clause (a) of sub-section (2) of Section 38 of 
the Government of National Capital Territory of Delhi Act, provides that 
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the Flection Commission shall publish its proposals for the delimitation of 
constituencies in the official gazette, together with a notice inviting claims 
and objections in relation to the proposals and specifying a date on or after 
which the proposals will be further considered by it; 

NOW THEREFORE, the Election Commission of 
India hereby publishes its proposals for the delimitabon of the seventy 
single member territorial constituencies assigned to the Fegislative 
Assembly of the National Capital Temtory of Delhi and specifies the 30*^ 
July, 1998, as the date on or after which the proposals will be further 
considered by it.

1, The territorial Assembly constituencies into which the National 
Capital Territory of Delhi shall be divided for the purpose of elections to 
the Legislative Assembly of the National Capital Territory of Delhi and 
the extent of each constituency, and the constituencies which shall be 
reserved for the Scheduled Castes, shall be as shown in the TABLE below. 
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2. Where the name of a constituency as shown in the TABLE is 
distinguished by the brackets and the letters "(SC)" the scat in that 
constituency is reserved for the Scheduled Castes.
